BOISE — The Internal Rev- 
enue Ser>*ice is hoping .to deliver 
tax refunds to 331 Idaho taxpay- 
ers, but cannot locate them 
brause of incorrect or outdated 
addresses. 

The IRS says refund checks 
—ibtalirng $157,351.38 were 
returned to the U3. Post Ofhee 
as undeli\-erablc. 

“Refunds for as Uftle os a few 
dollars and os much os $4300 are 
wailing to be united with the 
proper owners,” according to 
Rocky Mountain District Director 
Wally Hurton. Hutton says the 
average refund is $475. 

There have been instances in 
Idaho where individuals or com- 
panies have contacted tt^ayers ■ 
claiming they could deliver the 
funds for a fee. Hutton warns 
that the IRS docs not charge a 
foe to release the fimds. 

He sa ys the best way to ensure ^ 
your refund will arrive at yoiir 
door is 10 double check your 
name and address on the tax 
form itself. Hutton, also says peo- 
ple who move should make sure 
the post office has their forward- 
ing .iddress.
